In Yhis We agree with Carus; and Carus does not 
pretend that anyone of the fa/fc, in the Crefs/man 0e- 
fore-mentioned, 1s falfe; but fading that thee Facts will 
not ferve his !urpofe, he coins a tcandalous ?ofition out 
of his own Brain, ailedging that the “ Craft/man endea-

Indeed, Mr. Carus, if you take fucn Liberties of 
mifreprefenting, you may te glad to be tsken for an 
Irifoman, 2 Baotian, or a Vandal; for no Country 
wi!l be fond of owning a Wretch, fo regardieis or Truth, 
and prone to Blundering. 

The Craft/man never mentioned, in any of his Pa-

ger to the Liberties of the People, it became neceilary 
tor the Craft/man to fhew the Nature of thofe Govern- 
ments, and to explain the Differences of Excifes there 
from thofe in our eton Country.

picion, I ask’d who would go in? and James Alexander 
replied, He would; and the Door being left open for the 
Maid, againft her Return, E-gave James Alexander Di- 
rections to lyeunder the Maid’s Bed, and defired Tracey 
and ‘Thomas Alexander to go and ftay for me at my Ma- 
fter’s Door until my Return, and acgordingly they did; 
and when I came, I defired they wou'd go and ftay for 
me at Mrs, Duncomb’s, Stairs; and I went and lighted a 
Candle, and ftirr’d my Mafler’s Fire, and went again to 
Tracey and Thomas Alexander, who were on Mrs. Dun- 
comb’s Stairs, and there we waited till about Two of 
the Clock on Sunday the 4th of February, when I would 
have gone in; byt then Thomas Alexander and Mary 
Tracey interrupted ms, and faid, if you go in and they 
awalie, they will know you, fo ftay on the Stairs ; I made 
anfwer, that no one lived up fo high but Mrs Duncomb ; 
and at length it was concluded that Mary Tracey and 
Thomas Atexander fhould go in, and fhut the Door, and 
accordingly they did, and there I remained till between 
Four and Five o’ Clock, when they came out and {aid, 
Hip ; and I came higher up; they asked, which Way 
they fhould thet the Door; and I told :hem to run the 
Bolt bzck, and it would fpring into its Place, which they 
did, and came down: They asked, where they fhould 
divide what they had get?

and he and his Friends were to be at the Buli’s Head in 
Bread-{treet ; but when I ask’d for them they were not 
there, and when I came before the worfhipful Alderman 
Brocas I was committed to Newgate. When I was 
brought up to the Common-Side I was order’d to pull 
off my Riding-hood, and Peter Buck obferved a Bulk in 
my Hair to hang down behind, and. told Roger John‘on 
that 1 certainly had Money in my Hair ; then Johnfon 
brought me down ina Cellar, and told me that /’cter 
Buck faid I had Money in my Hair, and he laid his Hand 
on my Head and bid me take it out, which I did, and he 
counted 36 Moidores, 18 Guineas, fix Broad-Pieces (two 
of them 25s. and four 23s. Pieces) half a 23s. five 
Crowns, two Half Crowns, and one Shilling: He then 
faid he would be clear’d and get out of Goal on that 
Account.
